guard is under arrest, and two are 
charged with neglect of duty, as 
the result of the escape of J. L. 
Whitfield, 37, Cleveland lifer, who 
escaped from that institution early 
today. Whitfield had been convict­ 
ed for the killing of Dennis Grif­ 
fin, a Cleveland patrolman. 
Whitfield escaped about 2 a- rn., 
from a dormitory where 250 wool­ 
en 
mills prisoners were under 
tile guard of three men. Accord­ 
ing to Warden Thomas, Whitfield 
received both inside and outside 
aid. After changing from his pris­ 
on clothes to civilian clothes, Whit­ 
field made a ladder rope of 
Ms 
bed materials and dropped over 
the penitentiary walla. 
The rope 
dangling 12 feet above the ground 
was discovered at 6 a. rn. 
Oren HUL who has been a guard 
at the penitentiary for about five 
weeks, was held prisoner at the 
city prison, where he is being held 
for investigation. Penitentiary of­ 
ficials said they knew little of his 
I history before he became a guard. 
Hill was on guard inside the dor- 
j mitory, the warden said. 
H. C. 
j Whipps, and Henry Hollander, the 
j outside or turret guards, have been 
BJ* i i -charged by Warden Thomas with 
neglect of duty. 
Warden Thomas reported that 
Whitfield had had inside as wen 
as outside assistance in his escape. 
The crowded penitentiary cannot 
accomodate all prisoners with sin­ 
gle cells, so woolen mill workers 
slept in a dormitory, with two 
guards in the room, and one mak­ 
ing the rounds outside. 
The dor­ 
mitory is locater in the grounds 
of the prison enclosure near the 
ball diamonds.
